School Board Hears 
Report From Foley 


The Elba City School Board 
met Thursday night, January 6 
at 5 p.m. All members of the 
Board were present. Members 
of the Board are Ed Cooper, 
Chairman, Fred Clark, Russell 
Cash, Doug Martin and J. Doug 
Kendrick. ° 


High School Principal La- 
mar Foley reported again onthe 
Status of the various funds 
operated by the high school. 
The discussion centered mainly 
on the athletic fund, past, pre- 
sent and future. Foley told 
the board members, “We are 
in better shape this year. It 
was getting to the point last 
year that something had to stop 
unless more money .was found.” 

Mrs. Carolyn Stokes was 
recommended by Superinten- 
dent Elmer Taylor to work as 
an aide, replacing Mrs, Linda 
Carpenter who resigned. The 
board voted to hire Mrs. Stokes 
to work in the Elementary 
School. 

Gary Reeves was recommend- 
ed and hired to work as an 
aide in the Jr. High School, 
replacing Zelda Mobley who 


transferred tothe Middle School 
as a teacher. 

The board members were 
shown copies of deeds drawnup 
to transfer school property 
from the State of Alabama to 
the School Board. This is an 
administrative action to be 
ready to apply for future fed- 
eral grants where the school 
must own the property. The 
paper work included a form 
which reads, “We certify that 
this transfer is to the benefit 
of the public school system's 
interest.” Some ofthe olddeeds 
date back to 1918. 

Taylor reported state ap- 
proval of an application for 
some lunchroom equipment for 
the high school lunchroom. The 
state will pay 75% or $10,277 
of the cost of the equipment 
with the board paying the bal- 
ance. 

The board approved a study 
of expanding the special edu- 
cation student classes for 16 
year olds and older to include 
some county students. This 
will be with full co-operation 
of the county school system 
if undertaken. 
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reported that the fatal injury 
was self inflicted. 

Turman’s mother, Mrs. Ralph 
Warren, and other witnesses 
reported that Turman came 
home, apparently heavily under 
the influence of alcohol. He 
appeared to have a_ scratch 
on his neck. After a few min- 
utes he went into the kitchen, 
Opened a cabinet: drawer, and 
withdrew a butcher knife and 
cut his throat. 

He walked into another room 
and asked if it was bleeding. 
Blood was spurting from the 
wound and he was informed 
of this. Law officers found 
evidence of this blood on a. 
lamp shade just outside the 
kitchen door. 


After a few words with family 
members, Turman reportedly 
went back intothe kitchen, pick- 
ed up the knife and cut him- 
self again in the same place. 
He then dropped the knife to 
the floor, went into the living 
room with his parents and 
grandmother. Family members 
said he sat down in a chair 
near the door for a few min- 
utes until the loss of blood 
made him weak and he then 
said, ‘I don't feel so good, I 
think I will lie down a few 
minutes’ and lay down on the 
floor near the chair. 


The Elba Rescue Squad 
had been called and this is 
where they found him. Res- 
cue workers said they last felt 
a pulse about two minutes 
before arriving at the hospital. 


Coronor Marvin Mcllwain 
investigated along with the Cof- 
fee County Sheriff's department 
and ruled that Turman died from 
self-inflicted knife wound. 


tors, educators, law enforce- 
ment officials, health person- 
nel and other professionals who

Characteristics of child a- 
buse and neglect, along withthe 
roles of of Pensions and Se- 
curity and other agencies in 
dealing with these problems, 
will be explained at the meet- 
ing. Related topics will also 
be discussed, including statis- 
tics on child abuse and ne- 
glect in the state, county and 
nation. 

‘An important part of the 
meeting will focus on the in- 
dividual’s rights and responsi- 
bilities under Alabama's child 
abuse reporting law’, the Coun- 
ty Director emphasized. She 
Said that significant amend- 
ments to the law were added 
by the Legislature in 1975 and 
that every citizen should be- 
come acquainted with these 
changes. 

Pensions and Security's state- 
wide project on child abuse and 
neglect has been made possible 
by a grant from the Department 
of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare. 

As the State’s public wel - 
fare agency, the Department of 
Penisons and Security has ale- 
gal responsibility to pro- 
tect abused, neglected or de- 
pendent children. Alabama law 
provides that anyone who sus- 


pects abuse. or neglect may’: 


make a report to Pensions and 
Security or law enforcement 
Officials. Pensions and Se- 
curity is responsible for re- 
ceiving and investing reports 
and making plans for the care 
of abused or neglected child- 
ren.

The first order of business 


was to open bids for furniture

Utility Board Auditor Reports All OK” 


The Elba Water and Electric 
Board met Tuesday night and 
heard a report from auditor 
Bill Carr. Carr toldthe Board, 
“The Elba Water and Electric 
Board is in good shape finan- 
cially”. When quizzed about 
any suggested improvements or 
“do you see anything that needs 
improving” Carr noted that the 
inventory had been high during 
the year, but that could be 
justified by the preparations for 
the electric expansion now al- 
most completed. He said that 
other than that, he felt the de- 
partment was operating as ef- 
ficiently as it could from the 
auditing viewpoint. 

The Board voted to pay 
Mrs. Paul Macon $11.84 for 
some food she lost when an 
electric outage, caused by an 
error, allowed the food to 
spoil. 

A discussion on the low 
water pressure on Cherokee 
Lane didn’t provide any solu- 
tion, but the situation will be 
studied and a report given la- 
ter. The Board was also told 
that the electric outage on 
Cherokee Tuesday morning 
was caused by a blown fuse. 

Montly bills totaling $2189.75 
were approved after Chairman 
Charles Hayes told the Board 
that he had personally checked 
the bills and all seemed to be 
in order. 

A report on the status of 
montly utility bills showed a 
slight increase in unpaid bills. 
‘IMiS was explained in part by 
the shortage of help due to 
sickness and the Christmas 
holidays. The unpaid bills were 
in three categories. $278.35 
with meters pulled; $294.74 
moved away and deposits not 
applied, and $882.95 in bills 
that will be cut off if not paid 
by a promised time.

The budget comparison 
viewed by the Board members 
showed that the utility board 
was fairing better on the bud- 
get that the City general fund. 
The utility anticipated expen- 
ditures of $1,392,524.74 for the 


year and the first quarter of 
the fiscal year reported about 
$15,000 less that planned on 
expenditures.

New Board Hears Two Requests 


The newly appointed Zoning 
Board of Adjustments met 
Thursday night at 7:30 to hear 
the first appeals presented to 
the board. President was Chair- 
nan Charles Kennett. Other 
members present were Francis 
Brunson, Secretary; A.C. Brun- 
son, Jr., Ann Tucker and al- 
ternate member Gene Parrish. 
Regular member W. T. Harris 
was not present and Parrish 
functioned in his place. The 
law set the board at five mem- 
bers with two alternates. The 
two alternates act only in the 
absence of a regular member. 
This is done because four votes 
are needed to approve any 
zoning appeal. 

Jce Clark and Gerald Bos- 
well were first to speak to the 


group. Clark asked that a lot 
on Highland Drive, across from 
the hospital parking lot be used 

for a doctor’s office. Clark 
told the group that if the ap- 
peal is approved, Dr. Jim Clay 
will purchase the lot from Bos- 
well and construct a dental of- 
fice. He explained that Clay 
was often called to the hospit- 
al emergency room and did 
dental work for the nursing 
home and the location was vital 

for him. Clark said the lot had 
156 feet frontage and was 100 

feet deep. 


A group from the Elba As- 
sembly of God was also asking 
for approval to construct along 
Highland Drive. Appearing 
were Reverend Milton Dykes, 


Glen Johnson, and Leroy Law- 
ford. Dykes presented the re- 
quest and showed drawings of 
the building under considera- 
tion. The church is hoping 
to purchase five acres from 
Mrs. Smith near the Methodist 
Parsonage and plans to begin 
construction as soon as ap- 
proved. Their building near 
Dorsey Trailers has been sold 
to the Church of God and they 
must be out by September, 
Dykes said. 

Both petitions will come be- 
fore the group on Monday, Janu- 
ary 3lst at which time any per- 
son or group wishing to speak 
out-may do so at that time. 
To approve the request of either 
group; four members of the 
Board must vote to do so. 


address the commission. Mr 
Clark said, “I've been asking 
for nearly three years for the 
county to open my road and build 
a bridge to Indigo Cemetery.” 
Mr. Clark (who has a better 
record of attending Com- 
mission meetings than some of 
the commissioners) stated “I'm 
not asking the road be paved, 
only that it be made passable.” 

After an emotional plea for 
county aid, Mr. Clark accused 
the Commission of discrimina- 
ting against the 200 people who 
had signed a petition requesting 
the road be opened. 

“We want our road opened,” 
declared Mr. Clark, “don't take 
away our equal rights.” 

Judge Sawyer told Mr. Clark 
that the engineer has been in- 
structed to work on the road 
when he gets time, but “We 
do what is best for the coun- 
ty first.” 

Richburg replied “Roads 
that are used by families every- 
day have more importance than 
deserted roads." , 

Mr. Clark reminded the 
commission that he had been 
coming before them for three 
years, and said “When the new 
commissioners take office, I'll 
be back.” 

Mr. Joe Patterson of Per- 
ry’s Store Community informed 
the commission that he was in 
the process of getting a pe- 
tition signed by the residents 
of a dirt road (a cut-off road 
behind Perry's Store connecting 
Highways 189 and 134) request- 
ing it be considered for paving 
when the priority system went 
into effect. The commission 
agreed to help Patterson when 
able. 

Elba Mayor Bob Folsom ad- 
dressed the commission, and 
told them “We want to build 
a park at the old Hydro Plant 
at the dam.” Mayor Folsom 
asked the commission for a 
$25,000 donation toward the 
construction of the park. The 
total cost is estimated at 


‘$200,000. 


Folsom added “The park will 
be open to all the citizens of 
Coffee County.” 

Judge Sawyer instructed Fol- 
som that the commission would 
consider his request, and get 
back with him at a later time, 

Sawyer than informed the 
board, that the grant to build 
a livestock arena had been 
turned down. Sawyer read a 
letter from Sen. James Allen, 
who promised to try to find 
other funds which could be used 
to build the arena. 

In other action the Com- 
mission voted to borrow 
$3528.40 to pay a bill from the 
land appraisers. However, the 
commission hinted they might 
consider withholding future pay- 
ments until the appraisers 
clear-up the many complaints 
from county residents. 


The commission voted unan- 
imously to enter into anagree- 
ment with the State Highway 
Department that would allow 
Engineer Bernard Richburg and 
Engineer Pete Anderson to re- 
main in the county for an ad- 
ditional 60 days. The two en- 
gineers (who are on loan from 
re State) were to leave on Jan. 


In the meeting's final action 
Sheriff Neil Grantham request- 
ed the commission purchase 
several items. 

These proposals include: 
..-The need for a large fire 
extinguisher at ‘the jail, anda 
Small one in each car. 

...The need for new floor coy- 
ering in the kitchen and main 
office. 

..-The need for a new deputy. 
...A request that the jailers be 
paid overtime. 

...The need for a deep freeze 
at the jail, and 

...An urgent need for file cab- 
inets at the offices in Elba 
and Enterprise. 

The commission instructed 
Sheriff Grantham to send: out 
bids for the fire extinguishers, 
but failed to act on his other 
requests. 


The commissicners then 
voted to adjourn, and went to 
the County Extension Office in 
New Brockton where the out- 


going commissioners were 
itreated to lunch.

Thanks to the MARCH OF 
DIMES OF COFFEE COUNTY, 
little Stacey Johnson has a 
comfortable new chair to, sit 
in. Not an ordinary chair or 
a wheel chair, but a special 
chair that three-year-old 
Stacey needs. Given to him 
last October, the chair is 


valued at approximately $500. 


Stacey is the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Randle Johnson of 
Elba, and is a victim of 
Leisch-Nyhan. The disease 
is so named because of the 
Dr. Nyhan of Miami who first 
diagnosed it. It is inherited, 
and less than 100 people in 
the U.S. or the world has been 
diagnosed as having it. 

Mrs. Johnson's niece in 
Florida has the disease, for 
which there is no cure, and, 
according to Mike Maddox, 
therapist, may be the first 
person identified as having 
Leisch-Nyhan. 

Stacey is able to move his 
arms and legs, but has no 
trunk support for his body, and 
cannot sit up alone or walk 


The specially designed chair 
will accomodate Stacey for 
approximately three more 
years or longer. It has ad- 
justable padded supports which 
fit snugly on each side of his 
body, preventing the lost mo- 
tion he might have otherwise. 
This control also prevents body 
deformities that many wheel- 
chair patients get because of 
excess space in the seat. 

Also, the foot rests extend 
to allow for growth.

USE YOJR FREEZER 


Your freezer can save you a 
lot of food preparation time, if 
you plan right. By freezing 
some items ahead of time, you 
can have all sorts of things on 
hand when you're ina hurry and 
don't have time to prepare a 
meal for your family. 

Cranberries are currently 
plentiful in grocery stores and 
it would be a good idea to freeze 
some now for use later in 
breads, relishes and as a gar- 
nish. Just wash the berries 
and drain thoroughly, removing 
the bad ones as yougo. Then 
put in freezer bags, label and 
freeze at zero degrees Fah- 
renheit, 

You can also freeze whipped 
cream dollops to use later for 
dressing up desserts. Dropthe 
whipped cream on a cookie 
sheet in dollops, put them in 
the freezer and package in 
freezer bags after they're fro- 
zen. Then you can take indi- 
vidual dollops out to perk up 
puddings, pies, cobblers, or 
whatever. One caution--use 
pure vanilla, not artificial flav- 
oring in your whipped cream 
or you might get an off flavor

At the Regional Alcoholism 
Council we receive calls for 
help daily from alcoholics and 
family members, friends and 
employers of alcoholics. Many 
who call think that we have a 
magic answer, that we can say 
“poof” and make their prob- 
lems go away. ; 

Unfortunately this is not 
true. All we can do for some- 
one is to help him to get help 
for himself. Since we are a 
referral rather than a coun- 
seling service, we refer people 
to places where thoy canget the 
heip they need. Our first sug- 
gestion for most people with 
drinking problems is that they 
attend some meetings of Alco- 
holics Anonymous. 

Alcoholics Anonymous (AA) 
is the most successful resource 
we have for helping alcoholics 
today. There are now more than 
one million recovering alcohol- 
ics in this country. Most of 
them got sober, and stay sober, 
by going to AA meetings and 
following the program outlined 
for them in AA. AA is free 
and is available inalmost every 
community in the country. 

Yet many of our clients balk 
at attending an AA meeting be- 
cause they do not understand 
what it is. We also find in 
talking with citizens who are 
concerned about the problems 
of alcoholism inour community 
that they don’t know what AAis 
either. 

Because AA is such in im- 
portant resource for helping the 
alboholic, I'd like to devote the 
next few weekly columns to an 
explanation of what the organi- 
zation is and how it works. 

Briefly, Alcoholics Anony- 
mous is a fellowship of alco-

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holic men and women who wani 
to stay sober themselves and 
who also want to help other al- 
coholics to achieve sobriety. 
These alcoholics meet on a 
regular basis to share with 
each other their experiences 
with drinking and the strength 
and hope they have gotten thr- 
ough AA from not drinking. 

AA is an independent or- 
ganization. It is allied with no 
other crganization or institu- 
tion; it steers clear of all 
controversy and neither en- 
dorses nor opposes any causes. 
It was founded by two alcohol- 
ics, a medical doctor and a 
Stockbroker, who had beenthr- 
ough jails, hospitals, and sani- 
tariums, and who had been de- 
clared hopeless by doctors, 
families and friends. They 
were two desperate men who 
were concerned with how to go 
on living and breathing. From 
this membership of two, AA 
has grown to its present mem- 
bership of approximately one 
million with almost 28,000 
groups throughout the world. 

The only requirement for 
membership in AA is a desire 
to stop drinking. It is free; 
there are no dues or fees, This 
means that initially allone has 
to do to get help through AA is 
to want to quit drinking and 
appear at an AA meeting. It’s 
as simple as this. No forms, 
applications -- no waiting tobe 
admitted. 

Once at an AA meeting, all 
the new person has to do is to 
listen; he does not have togive 
his name; he does not have 
to say a word if he does not 
want to; he does not have to 
pay anything. Later, as he 
comes to know other members 
of the group, he will want to 
share his experience, strength 
and hope also. 

This, of course, is just the 
beginning. One cannot recover 
by simply attending one AA 
meeting. AA is aprogram that 
offers the alcoholic a new 
way of life and is a life long 
process of personal growth. 
Through the fellowship with 
other alcoholics, the new per- 
son learns over a period of 
time how to use tools that will 
keep him sober. He learns to 
substitute giving, loving, 
friendship and hope for the 
negative qualities of cynicism, 
resentment, hatred, hostility, 
and frustration that helped 
make him an alcoholic in the 
first place.

The nature of the 
illness is such that the al- 
coholic is unable to overcome 
his problem alone, yet he of- 
ten finds it difficult to ac- 
cept the help he needs from 
outside sources. 

The most successful source 
of outside help the alcoholic 
can get today is Alcoholics 
Anonymous, yet almost all 
problem drinkers feel that AA 
is a last resort and hesitate

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to try it. “I won't have to go 
to AA, will I?” 

Even family members tend 
to reject this source of out- 
side help. “He won't go to 
AA. Can’t you recommend 
something else?” 

The answer is, “Yes, we 
can recommend alternatives, 
but none of them offer the 
success of Alcoholics Anony- 
mous.” As a method of deal- 
ing with the emotional and per- 
sonality problems of the al- 
coholic, group therapy appears 
to be more promising than 
private therapy. And the or- 
ganization of AA is almost 
universally recognized as the 
one type of group therapy which 
has been most successful to 
date in helping alcoholics 

For this reason, we almost 
always recommend that our 
clients attend group AA meet- 
ings. Members of AA groups 
are former “Problem Drink- 
ers,” men and women of good 
talent whose excessive use of 
alcohol has caused living pro- 
blems--in AA language, “Their 
lives had become unmana- 
geable.” 

What do these members 
of AA believe? In last week's 
article, we discussed the or- 
ganization of AA and mention- 
ed that it was a program of- 
fering the alcoholic a “new 
way of life through a life- 
long process of personal 
growth.” 

The basis for this new 
way of life, this process of 
personal growth, is found in 
AA's twelve steps or guide- 
posts, as they are called, on 
the road to recovery from 
alcoholism. 

These twelve steps are as 
follows: 

Step One: We admitted 
we were powerless over al- 
cohol--that our lives had be- 
come unmanageable. 

Step Two: Came to be- 
lieve that a Power greater 
than ourselves could restore 
us to sanity. 

Step Three: Made a de- 
cision to turn our will and 
our lives over to the care of 
God as we understood Him. 

Step Four: Madea searching 
and fearless moral inventory 
of ourselves. 

Step Five: Admitted to 
God, to ourselves, and to a- 
nother human being the exact 
nature of our wrongs. 

Step Six: Were entirely ready 
to have God remove all these 
defects of character. 

Step Seven: Humbly asked 
Him to remove our short- 
comings. 

Step Eight: Made a list 
of all persons we had harmed, 
and became willing to make 
amends to them all. 

Step Nine: Made direct 
amends to such people where-

ver possible, except when to 
do so would injure them or 
others. 

Step Ten: Continued to take 
personal inventory and when 
we were wrong, promptly ad- 
mitted it. 

Step Eleven; Sought through 
prayer and meditation to im- 
prove our conscious contact 
with God as we understood 
Him, praying only for know- 
ledge of His will for us and 
the power to carry that out. 

Step Twelve: Having had 
a spiritual awakening as a 
result of these steps, we tried 
to carry this message to al- 
coholics, and practice these 
principles in all our affairs. 

These steps are suggested, 
not mandatory, but AA feels 
that any man or woman who 
can and will apply them in 
his daily life, is almost sure 
to recover from alcoholism.

Left-Handed Compliment 

If you are visiting Scotland 
and are described as ‘‘corrie 
fisted,’ don't take it as an 
insult. All it means is that 
you are left-handed 

The origin of ‘‘corrie- 
fisted’’ goes back to a Scot- 
tish family called the Kerrs 


Every member of the Kerr 

Clan was born left-handed. 
So, when the Kerrs built 

their small castles, they had 


the stairways built in the 
opposite direction to the gen 
eral pattern. Normally, you 
climb on the right. With the 
Kerrs, you had to go up on 
the left. 

This was a very fine de- 
fensive stroke, points out 
Teacher’s Scotch Information 
Centre. It meant that a Kerr 
at the top of the stair wield 
ing his sword left-handed had 
the right-handed fighter at a 
disadvantage. 


Over the years ‘‘Kerr- 
fisted’’ became ‘‘Corrie- 
fisted,’’ and so it remains in 


Scotland to this day.

Workers Stopped From 
Driving Trucks Home 


The Coffee County Commis- 
sion held a special meeting 
in New Brockton on Thursday, 
Jan. 20, and informed Engineer 
Bernard Richburg that all 
“cross county’’ trips in county 
vehicles will be stopped. 

In a memorandum from 
Richburg to all Engineering 
Dept. Personnel, all Highway 
Dept. Personnel, and all Land- 
fill Personnel, the County En- 
gineer stated: 

“This is to advise you 
that County employees will no 
longer be permitted to use 
county vehicles for transport- 
ation to and from home. 

In addition, vehicles will 
not be used for cross county 
types of trips for lunch-only 
local use will be permitted. 

To compensate for this 


change in policy, the commis- 
sion will increase the salary 
of each employee $15.00 bi- 
weekly. 

The only exception to the 
above is that the following in- 
dividuals will be permitted tg 
drive vehicles home: County 
Engineer, N. L. Harvison, 
Vertice J. Hickman, James 
Simmons, Preston Leverett, 
Algon Allen and Ted Forehand. 
In case of emergency these 
employees will be contacted 
and will be required to invest- 
igate the situation and do what 
is required to protect the 
public. 

All vehicles will be parked 
at the county shop unless spe- 
cified otherwise.”’. 

The new set of guidelines 
for vehicle use will go into 
effect on Feb. 2.

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Reappraisal Topic Of Commission Meeting 


The new Coffee County 
Commission held its initial 
meeting on Monday January 24, 
with the main topic of conver- 
sation centering around the con- 
troversial property reappraisal 
program, 

The first order of business 
was to open bids on a new 
car for the Sheriff's Depart- 
ment. Bids were received from: 
Hughes Wincoln-Mercury - - 
$5451 ($4951.68 with trade-in); 
Ed Sherling Ford - $4790.16 
($4340.16 with trade-in); City 
Auto Sales - $5356 ($4956 with 
trade-in): and Averett Chrys- 
ler-Plymouth - $5484 ($5084 
with trade-in). 

The commission decided 
not to trade in the car to be 
replaced and voted unanimously 
to accept the low bid from Ed 
Sherling Ford. 

Only one bid was received 
concerning fire extinguishers 
for the Sheriff's Dept., and 
the commission voted to ac- 
cept that bid of $82.20 from 
the Harry Harless Company. 

Mr. Herman Hilliard, of 
the Risk Management Service, 
spoke to the board about work- 
men’s compensation insurance. 
Hilliard reported that his com- 
pany was presently insuring 
31 counties in Alabama, and 
that his company could save 
the County nearly $1500 an- 
nually. 

The commission (in later 
action) voted unanimously to 
enter into an agreement with 
Risk | Management 
when their current policy with 
Liberty National ends, 

Comm. Don Smith imformed 
members of the press, and 
visitors, that ‘‘the few County 
employees who kept their county 
vehicles need the vehicles in 
case of emergency. They are 
on call 24 hours a day.”’ 

Next to address the com- 
mission was a delegation head- 
ed by: Bernard Carmichael, 
contractor; Tom Finch, vice- 
president of Hunnicutt and As- 
sociates, and Pat Collins, local 
operator of the program. 

Mr. Carmichael reported 
his company was ‘‘close to 
being through with the reap- 
praisal program,’’ and then 
introduced Mr. Finch. 

Finch informed the board 
that ‘‘we (Hunnicutt & Assoc.) 
have been making final changes 
in the program at the Atlanta

office, and are preparing tore- 
turn the final material.’’ Finch 
added there was nothing his 
people could do until the Tax 
Assessor (Mr. Fred Donaldson) 
finished his program. 


Continuing, Finch said, 


“Hunnicutt & Associates has 
already lost over $300,000 on 
the contract, but would continue 
to do the job despite the finan- 


cial loss.’ 

Mr. Donaldson reported, 
“My office has a lot of work 
to do, and it will take a long 
time.”’

Mr. T. R. McCahan, a 
resident of New Brockton, told 
Mr. Finch of his specific 
problem concerning the reap- 
praisal program, 

Mr. Finch replied he was 
not familiar with the problem, 
but instructed Mr. MeCahan 
that Mr. Pat Collins, of his 
office, would meet with him 
in an attempt to settle the dis- 
pute, 

Finch told the board that 
over 2000 people had complaints 
about the reappraisal, and over 
50% of the complaints resulted 
in changes. 

Finch added the next step 
for un-satisfied citizens was to 
meet with the Equalization 
Board. 

Before leaving, Finch re- 
quested the commission waive 
the penalty clause in the con- 
tract. The commission told Mr. 
Finch that if he treated them 
right they would return the 
favor. However, the com- 
mission refused to waive the 
possibility of penalization. 

County Engineer Bernard 
Richburg was next to address 
the board, and he discussed the 
need of moving garbage contain- 
ers, and requested the county 
provide a pick-up for Mr. 
Spinks (a carpenter employed 
by the county). 

Mrs. Quinn, representing 
the Headstart Program in New 
Brockton, told the commission 
the entire school yard is flooded 
when it rains, and the children 
cannot use the playground 
equipment. 

The commission agreed to 
tell the engineer to check-out 
the problem. 

A delegation of about a 
dozen citizens, headed by Mr. 
J. R. Bass, came to the board 
requesting roadwork on a road 
between Dorsey’s farm and 
Turner's Crossroads. Mr. 
Bass reported the road was 
in bad shape and needed work. 

The commission didn’t give 
the delegation an answer, but 
promised to give the road con- 
sideration before priorities 
are set. 

In the day’s final action, 
Mr. Kenneth Ball, County 
Health Otficer, requested ad- 
ditiona! space for the Enter- 
prise office. Ball informed the 
commission of three possible 
sites which could house Health 
offices, but no action was taken.

| Commissioners 
_ Expense Bill 
Wins Support 


A bill will be introduced in 
the next session of the Alabama 
Legislature which will provide 
an additional expense allowance 
to the Coffee County Commis- 
sioners. In addition, the bill 
provides that Coffee County 
Commissioners will no longer 
be entitled to transportation at 
county expense (pickup truck). 
Senator Wallace Miller and Re- 
presentative Jimmy Holley an- 
nounced jointly today, that 
after discussion with Coffee 
County’s commissioners, a bill 
which compensates the com- 
missioners for their giving up 
the use of their pickup trucks 
will be introduced. Presently, 
commissioners are provided a 
pickup truck, fuel, tires, andall 
maintenance. Compensation to 
replace the use of the pickup 
trucks will be an increase in 
their expense account in the 
amount of $250 per month during 
1°77 and an additional $25 per 
month beginning January 1°78, 
and $25 more per month starting 
January 1°7%. Both legislators 
stated that they had put con- 
siderable thought into the sub- 
stitution of an expense allow- 
ance for transportation and feel 
that this bill is fair and equit- 
able and in the best interest of 
Coffee County. 


Council Meeting Routine And 
Completed Before Ten P.M. 


The Elba City Council de- 
layed a regular meeting due to 
the bad weather last week but 
held the meeting on Tuesday 
night of this week, with all 
members present and voting 

The Council heard reports 
from the Mental Health peo- 
ple; details of a bill to hirea 
property appraiser; and more 
problems with dumping sew- 
age; and the many tests and 
reports necessary, among other 
items. 

The meeting opened with 
Jim Laney, Director of the 
South Central Mental Health 
Board telling city officials 
about the program and what 
he wanted to do for the peo- 
ple of Coffee County. Mayor 
Robert Folsom asked if the 
Elba and Enterprise offices 
were going to be closed and all 
activities moved to New Brock- 
ton orto Enterprise. Laney said 
there were no plans for such 
action -- hisdepartment wanted 
to keep the services  con- 
venient to all the people if 
possible. 

Representative Jimmy 
Holley met with the Council 
and explained a bill he had 
been asked to introduce to

establish a property appraiser 
in Coffee County. The bill 
setting up the office also re- 
quires that the cost be paid 
before the division between the 
various agencies that get prop- 
erty tax revenue. Holley said 
this action would make the ag- 
encies money rather than cost- 
ing them money. 

Councilman Cleo Hawkins 
asked if the new system would 
require a building permit from 
the county. Holley said, ‘‘The 
county could set up another 
board. but this one is only to 
appraise. Mayor Folsom 
asked if this was a full-time 
or part-time job. And Holley 
replied that he didn’t know what 
would be necessary. 

After the Council voted to 
Support the bill, Hollvy asked, 
‘‘Do you have any questions?’’ 
Folsom said, ‘‘Yes, could you 
get us a cotton basket of mil- 
lion dollar bills?’’ (The only 
answer was a laugh.) 

Hawkins again askeda ques- 
tion. Thi time he asked if 
the State would be paying part 
of this appraiser’s salary. When 
Holley couldn’t answer, he 
promised to check on the mat- 
ter immediately. 


Henry Padgett of Padgett 
and Dinning Engineering Firm 
met with the Council and dis- 
cussed the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency pemit to empty 
the water from the sewage 
lagoon into Pea River. It is 
up for renewal this year, and 
additional monthly tests are 
required by the agency. Pre- 


sently two tests a month are 
being made, and beginning in 
June of this year, this is in- 
creased to five. Padgett has 
requested that due to short- 
age of mony, the requirements 
be cut, rather than raised. He 
has received no answer from 
EPA. Padgett also gave the 
councilmen a brief update on 
the airport expansion plans and 
discussed the levee mainten- 
ance. He promised to mail 
specifications soon to get bids 
on repairing the North end of 
the North-South runway at the 
airport Padgett said he felt 
Elba could get suime state help 
on this project. 


City Clerk Jack Prescott 
read two letters from the 
Environmental Protection Ag- 
ency and one from the He«ith 
Department concerning the 
trash dump. This letter of 
approval was reported in THE 
ELBA CLIPPER last week. 


The Couneil approved the 
early call of some 1°65 school 
bond warrants with reserve 
money. This money ($32,000) 
can only be used for these 
bonds and the ones retired will 
be «the last maturing bonds, 


The Council discussed fav- 
orably the purchase of a CB 
radio for the police depart- 
ment and a radio for a fire 
truck Further study to deter 
mine the cost of a guod CB 
and the possibility of getting 
surplus state radios for the 
fire truck was advised. Also 
a’ scanner for the police de- 


partment to allow better mon- 
itoring of the highway patrol 
was approved. 


The Council voted to pay the 
expenses of Mayor Folsom for 
him to go to Montgomery and 
meet with state agencies for 
surplus equipment and other 
city problems, The council 
will also pay Folsom’s expen- 
ses to a public hearing in Dothan 
next Monday to discuss long 
range highway planning. 


Again the question of ‘‘Will 
the City install utilities in sub- 
divisions?’’ cropped up: The 
Council tabled the matter, but 
unofficially agreed that if the 
area of immediate concern - 
(Woodland Estate) has been ac- 
cepted by a previous Council, 
the sewage lines must be 
installed by the city crews; 
otherwise no. They also in- 
dicated that on further cases, 
the streets will not be 
accepted until all utilities are 
installed, streets paved and 
curbed. 

Couneilman John W. Sharp- 
less brought up-the new side- 
walk from Big Bear to 
Rebecca Lane being built with 
federal funds. He noted ‘that 
there was a sidewalk on the 
other side already. Since work 
was underway and the Rebecca 
Lane area is a school cross- 


ing, paper work had been ap-_ 


proved by state and federal 
Offices, the councilmen de- 
cided not to consider changing 
this work.
